It is indiſputable that it 
is not only the greateſt reſtorer of a loſt ap- 
petite, but facilitates digeſtion beyond ex- 
preſſion. In all cuts, bruiſes, burns, or 
ſcalds, it is unparallelled: and that it is the 
greateſt ſpecific in all putrid caſes, by internal 
and external aplication, has been proved in 
London, under the inſpection of the firſt of 
the faculty, where all other means were in- 
effectual.

In taking the Baume, it is adviſcable to e f

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weak broth, which helps to bring a away ths 
humours, which the Baume detaches. 
Injections, compoſed of an equal qauntity 
of Baume and warm water are neceflary for 
the fluor albus, gonorrhæas, and ulcers or 
fiſtulas, more particularly; they are alſo to 
be made uſe of for internal piles. 
Perſons afflicted with the gout, or rheu- 
matiſm, beſides the internal uſe of three or 
four ſpoonfuls a day, are to rub the part 
affected with the Marc of the Baume, and 
to procure more immediate eaſe, are adviſed 
to apply a poultice of bread and milk, with 
a ſpoonful or two of the Marc mixed with it. 
It is particularly recommended'to be made 
uſe of at the turn of the ſmall pox, by way 


of lotion, to prevent pitting ; the method of 


doing it is by mixing the Baume with -an 
equal quantity of warm milk ; and bathing 
the parts with a linen rag or ſponge. | 
It is to be obſerved, that in all inflamma-' 
tions, and other complaints of the bowels, 
where clyſters are neceſſary, if the firſt clyſter 
does not produce the deſired effect, it is to be 
repeated an hour after, ſtill encreaſing the 
quantity to two or three ſpoonfuls or more, 
if neceſſary. 
In ſnort, this remedy may be uſed indif- 
criminately internally or externally, at any 
time, or in any reaſonable quantity, without 
the leaſt inconvenience.

By that 
means the veſſels are often choaked up: ob- 
ſtructions neceſfrily ariſe in ſuch parts, and 
by a conſequence equally certain, theſe parts

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The truth of this principle is fo ſelf-evident 
that any body may eafily apply it to particu» 
lar caſes, and thus bring back the maſt op- 
poſite diſeaſes to the ſame origin, Por in- 
ſtance, if the veſſel which communicates | 
with the lungs is foul or choaked up in the 
manner I have juſt now explain' d, the food 
carried through} it cannot but be very unwhole- 
ſome, andyery apt to taint and corrupt them, 
and in time beget a phthific or conſumption. 
If the veſſels leading to the liver, the ſpleen, 
or the head are foul; this foulneſs will create 
obſtructions in the liver, vapours, megrims, 
| &c. nor is this all, for if the matters taus 
ſtop happen to ferment, they muſt natu- 
rally bring forth putrid fevers, impoſt⸗ 
humes, nervous complaints, caries in the 
bones, and a thouſand other accidents. 

T preſume to fay, that we have proved even 
to demonſtration the truth aſſerted above, 
viz. that almoft every internal diſorder proceeds 
from the flemach; conſequently to attack them 

with fucceſs, one ought to ＋ it in the ſto- 
mach.

rifies with ſpitting of blogd ; and that per- 
ſons have taken very large quantities in a 
ſhort time, even to fifty bottles in ſix weeks, 
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and none 180 8 ined e e 
Ignorance lays to its charge. n the con- 
tray, any — who ſhall find himſelf hot, 
or otherwiſe tormented by flatulencies in the 
ſtomach. or... inteſtines, Whether occaſioned 
by want of a proper digeſtion, by abun- 
dance of bile. or ſlinty and viſcous matter, 
will, expetience an almoſt ſudden relief, if 
they take in the morning a milk clyſter with 
one or two ſpoonfuls of the Baume; and 
ſuch as feel acrimonious humours diftilling 
at times from the head, may be eaſed by a 
gargle of half a cup of milk and one half-

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That a medicine of ſuch extenfiyents ſhould 
be cenſured, is no wonder; ſome have con- 
demned it thio* II- will, others through ſelf 
intereſt; very few had a conſcious lore of: 
mankind for their motive. or 
It ſcarce became known by prodigious 
cures hefore ſeveral voices were raiſed to de- 
ſtroy its credit; yet the declaimers could 
aſſign no bad qualities; they found them 
ſelves reduced to that fingle objection, # is 
a warm kind of phyfick, However, they con- 
feſs it to be an excellent ſtomachic. Happy 
indeed that ſour critics dare not give the lye 
to the public voice, even upon that article; 
it is needlefs, after fo many cures to anſwer- 
ſuch a lame. objection; fince experience is a 
much better way of proof than any argu- 
ment. Vet as many chuſe to have the one 
ſupported by the other; I will, to facts, add 
phyfical reaſons of the effects which our 

medicine can and really does produce. 
It is heating, cry up the critics, there- 

fore pernicious in inflammatory diſorders. 
An inflammation, according to the hypotheſis 
they have adopted, is occaftoned by fiery par- 
ticles; in the blood and humours, circulating 
with them, and ſometimes ſtopping in cer- 
tain parts of the body, where as they ſojourn, 
they increaſe conſiderably the motion of 
theſe fluids, and are the immediate cauſe of 
fatal diſorders. If therefore inſtead of cooling 
remedies, you adminiſter others that are 
ſpiritous and compoſed of igneous particles: 
it is no leſs than adding fuel to a fire, and 
giving

giving new. ſtrength-to an enemy making 
already cruel devaſtations. 5 

This way of ar;uing might, we own, im- 
poſe upon people little acquainted with phy- 
ſick; but let us ſee whether the foundation 


that ſupports it is as ſolid as it is ſpecious. 


Which is the true cauſe of inflammation ? 
Is it to be aſcribed to the accelerated mo- 
tion of igneous particles, or to the ſubſiding 
of this motion, that is to the obſtacles which 
theſe pretended particles of fire meet in their 
way? I am inclined to believe the laſt to be 
the cauſe; and am certain that many phy- 
ficians will be of my opinion, if they pleaſe 
only to give a little attention to it. 
I expect to be looked upon by others as 
an innovator, one who attempts to overthrow _ 
a favourite hypotheſis, which has got great 
credit in the ſchools. I am eaſy enough 
about the conſequence, provided I have that 
Juſtice done me, to be read with fome kind 
of attention. _ ORR, 1 
Should it be impoſſible that the hypo- 
theſis of inflammation may be falſe. No, 
even the greateſt men that have treated the 
ſubject were not more infallible upon it than 
many others. The very word flammation 
has probably formed a prejudice capable of 
deceiving them ſo as to take the effect of 
inflammation, 2. e. the inflammation itſelf, 
for its cauſe. 2 . 

In effect, authors, both ancicrt and mo- 
dern, tell us that inflammation has its name 
from Flamma, as if they meant that fire is 
| the 
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ins cauſe of it. *Tis in this manner that the 
learned Boerhaave ſpeaks in his Aphoriſms. 

The inflammation or phlegmon has its 
6c ; tine from Fire, becauſe it reſembles it in 
* jtscauſe and its effects. But had Boer- 
haave properly examined the progreſs of the 
mflammation? No, he had read that its cauſe 
+ fire, he had obſerved the effects to be ſimi- 
lar enough; and has been ſatisfied with that, 
not reflecting whether it * as well have 
another cauſe, or no. 

Mr. Van Swieten, who has given us ſhin- 

ing lights to lead into the oraler of Boer- 
haave, walking upon the ſteps of this great 
maſter, did not ſcruple to embrace the ſame 
opinion; ſhall J be allowed to give the rea- 
ſons. I- have for not adhering to the- opinion 
of theſe two great lights of phyſick ? 

Had any body aſked them, what are thoſe 
fiery particles which gather in a fixed place 
of our body ? Could all tlie depth of their 
genius have found a way to extricate them 
lelves out of the perplexed ſituation which ſo 
ſimple a queſtion: muſt have thrown' them 
into? I know: of no other igneous particles 
in us but thoſe of the elementary fire which 
wre have in common with every individual in 
nature. And- this fire never is by itſelf the 
cauſe of any inflammation. 

In ſupport of his opinion Mr. Van Swieten 
brings an example which is no: way conclu-" 
five in his favour: When a man in bealth 
«(ſays the learned commentator: in Aphor.

The truth of this may be known by the 
frequent and more ſenſible beatings * the 
pulte i in inflammatory diſeaſes. The fermenta- 
tion ſppeads to the neareſt parts by the reflux 
of the humours tainted with it, and makes 
the fluids circulate with more repidity. Boer- 
haave himſelf ſays it in Apbor. 120, and Mr. 
Van Swieten confirms it in his commentary. 

This motion of the fluid's acting with force 
upon the ſolids cannot fail exciting a violent 
heat, and of courſe a pain, which is the re- 
ſult of an unnatural extenſion. of the parts. 
No one can doubt it who knows that twa.

Let thoſe who ſpeak thus, reflect, that I
